This is made evident by \Y. \V. A tterbury, President of 
the Pennsylvania railroad, in an article. “ Looking Ahead in 
Transportation,” in The Review of Reviews 
“The railroads m ay eventually enter seriously into the 
shipping business,” Mr. A tterbury says, “and, to complete the 
cycle of transportation, do the barge and coastwise work, 
where is it not prohibited by the Panam a Canal Act. 
lf that 
law is restrictive and against the public interest, it m ay he 
amended so as to permit the railroads to round out their trans­ 


portation service.” 
“The railroads,” he continues, "can no longer confine 
themselves to rail transportation. 
T his position is based on 
the belief that our country’s future need for mass transporta­ 
tion at low cost can be supplied only by a thoroughly coordi­ 
nated national system of transportation, in which the railroad, 
the motor car and the airplane, each functioning with efficiency 
in its most useful field, support and supplement one another.” 
Mr. A tterbury indicates his belief that the motor bus. 
which has been cutting down railroad revenues for short-haul 
passenger business by $40,000,000 yearly, will be turned into 
an economic blessing to the rail system now th a t'th e busses 
are being widelv used bv the railroads to substitute for costiy 
local-stop trains and to connect with points off the railroad

That school operation is an en­ 
terprise of &rea! importance to the 
nation's welfare and deserving of 
heart support is the answer pro­

Louis 
Hammerle, city 
superintendent of schools, to crit­ 
ics who complain of the high cost 
of schools. 
"Since schools are fitting the fu­ 
ture rank and file as well as the 
future leaders of the country to 
take their place in affairs of the 
nation and to make goo I citizens, 
it 
is not illogical that their ex­ 
pense 
of 
operation 
should 
ho 
nigh," says Mr. Hammerle. 
He refutes however, alleged er­ 
roneous informa:ion regarding ex­ 
travagance in operation of schools 
and, in a statement issued Thurs­ 
day, points to a survey made last 
summer by the economic depart­ 
ment of the University of Michi­ 
gan concerning school costs and 
economic resources. 
The investigation reveal* a com­ 
parison of school costs with the na­ 
tional bill on other commodities 
which are classed as luxuries. The 
figures reveal that in 1924. the last 
year for whicn total figures were 
available, the total cost of educa­ 
tion in the United States in both 
public and private schools, in ele­ 
mentary and high school and col­ 
leges amoun'ed to $2,336,073,01*. 
Mr. Hammerle points out that 
during the same year the people of 
the United 
States, according to 
records of the secretary of the 
treasury.
